Interview Summary 

During the interview, Applicants' Representative and the Examiner discussed the 
Advisory Action mailed on December 30, 2009. Applicants' representative indicated that the 
amended independent claims include limitations of previously considered dependent claims. 
The Examiner's position was that the new limitations of the independent claims present new 
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issues with respect to patentability under 35 USC 102 and 102, as well as potential issues 
under USC 112, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs not previously considered with respect to the 
dependent claims which did not previously depend from claims containing the "new 
limitations" of the independent claims.
